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THE LIFE OF JOY PARKER, nee WILLIAMSON 
May 8 1994. 
Born Joan Margaret Williamson, at Fitzroy on 3 February 1919. Parents 
Edith Williamson & William Bush. Joy, as the was known, was made a 
State Ward at about 5 weeks of age. She never saw her mother again, 
although I found out Edith lived in Fernhill Road, Sandringham for many 
years, just 500 metres from 20 Nelson Street where Joy lived with her 
husband and children for around 20 years. Bush never even 
acknowledged he was Joy's father, but he was! "Simon & Minnie 
Middleton looked after me and I considered them to be my parents. We 
lived in Warrendyte in a little farm house. I started school at about 4 
years of age. I remember walking past (gold) mines, big holes in the 
ground. We lived there for maybe 2-3 years. 

Then we moved to Thornbury, on the Merry Creek. There were also 
a few acres there. Simon was a labourer. He had a horse and a cart, 
maybe collected junk and sold it. He worked for himself. Then we moved 
further towards the city, but still in Thornbury. 

We had a lovely life with Simon and Minnie, with good parents who 
cared about us. Simon was just a beautiful person, never unkind to us, he 
just loved us and we loved him. He never had any children of his own. 
Minnie had had three sons by a previous marriage. 

I was maybe 10 when Minnie went up to Sydney. We then went to 
live with Frank, Simon’s brother, and Emma Middleton. 

Aunty Kitty and Bobby (not related to Joy) were also cared for by 
Minnie and Simon. Bobby died in WWII in New Guinea. Simon died when 
I was 17, and then I went out on my own, and left Emma’s family behind. 

Emma had children of her own. We had enough to eat, but it was 
pretty ghastly for us. She didn’t care about us. Because we were Wards of 
the State, people came around to see how we were living. There were 
beds made up for us to look great, and Emma said we slept there, but we 
didn’t. Kitty and I slept together in an old bed. We weren’t very happy, we 
wanted to be with Simon and Minnie. 

The Guerins were relatives of Simon and were well off, living in a 
lovely house in Hawthorn. Simon took me there to have a holiday and I 
got pneumonia there, and ended up in hospital for some time. We were 
not supposed to see Simon, but I used to sneek off and see him. We also 
lived in a big, old house in Fairfield. 

Then we went to Noon St, Clifton Hill. I left them when I was 16 
(legally allowed), then I went to see Simon and Minnie as often as I liked. 

Most people behaved at school in those days, or you got a wrap on 
the knuckes with a ruler, or had to stay behind after school. 

I went from Emma’s to Black Rock where I lived with the 
Martinson’s, in a big Edwardian house in Edwards Street. They were 
South Africans, had six kids. Black Rock. I met them at work, they sewed. 
I worked in a factory at the corner of Flinders Lane and Russell St. 
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Left school at 13% and went to work at Pelaco, sewing pajama 
sleeves and hems. Made 7s. 3d. Walked to work in the city from 
Abbotsford. Only stayed there maybe a year. Then did dress making, 
piece-work, fast sewer, Lamart Modes. Worked there for years. 

Met John at a dance in the Memorial Hall in Sandringham. John was 
working for the PMG (Post Master General’s department). He did 
engineering at RMIT after we married in 1946." 

The motor bike accident, when Joy was 21-22 years old. At corner of 
Peacock and Hampton St, Hampton. The bus turned into Peacock Street 
and didn’t see them. They had to back the bus off Joy. "The only feeling 
was everything, all the blood had left my body. Very close to losing both 
legs. Alfred Hospital. Ran a Daikin Tube through the wounds, and 
irrigated them constantly with Usol to keep the germs at bay. Ten weeks 
in hospital. The bones weren’t broken. Then another five weeks to 
recouperate in Caulfield Hospital. The sulphur drugs were newly 
released. If you didn’t lay quite still, you would throw up. 

Millie Joy's mother-in-law) took off for a week or so, to work at a 
hotel down the coast, and left her children to look after themselves. 
Worked in the Clevedon Hotel, in Jolimont opposite the station, for a 
number of years. 

Joy was interested in a soldier, who she going to marry, who got 
killed in New Guinea. At this time John was working in Apollo Bay. John 
joined the Airforce, and decided to get married so he could get more 
money. 

"Lived with Millie for 12 months after marriage. Nightmarish. Then 
moved to Olympic Avenue, Springvale. 3% acres of pine plantation. 
Money from accident, hundreds of dollars. House cost around £2000. 
Went there when Robert was around 12 to 18 months old. Left there 
when Ann was 6 months old. Then moved to Benalla. Returned to 
Melbourne when Richard was 6 months old.

Extracts from a letter by Henry Raymond Williamson, dentist, a 
child of Hugh Christopher Williamson. 
Hugh’s mother was Mary Dean, a Welsh woman. Hugh was born in 
Bunbury in 1840. His father was a tailor who owned his own house 
(apparently an unusual thing.) While only young, Hugh sailed with his 
uncle around the world, visiting Hong Kong in the Annabella. Hugh’s wife 
was Emma Cowap (born 1842?) who came from Tarporley. They were 
married in Bunbury Church. Hugh worked in Crewe in a railways 
workshop. The workers were heavy drinkers & card players. He was 
against both. Hugh’s parents were Church of England. 
Hugh was apprenticed to a Mr Sumners for 7 years. Melwright? engineer 
(and probably carpenter). At weekends he would walk 20 miles home to 
Bunbury and back. 
Hugh’s brother John Williamson was married and living in Australia at 
Smythesdale, Victoria. They persuaded Hugh to go to Australia. Hugh, his 
wife and 4 children (William, Mary, Juliet and the first Hugh) made the 
voyage. Will was six, and remembers something of the coast of Brazil. 
Emma was sick during the over 90 day voyage. When the fresh food ran 
out, the cook made up salt meat & curry. Hugh had their feather bed 
made upi on the deck for fresh air. Emma and the 4 children stayed ina 
small cottage in Smythesdale while Hugh went to Tasmania to find work. 
In Tasmania they lived at the Don in northern Tasmania. There were no 
doctors, and many people died of diptheria. Throats were swabbed with 
some acid. Two young men recovered from the diptheria only to die of 
starvation as they could not eat. Mary and the first Hughie died. Henry 
and second Hugh were born at the Don. 
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In Tasmania, Hugh’s work was in some way connected with a Mr 
Cummings who later came to Portland and settled on land at Gorae. In 
later years Henry owned this land. 

Hugh brought his family to Portland, probably influenced by Mr 
Cummings. They had a shop in Hurd Street with a house at the back. 
Then they probably lived in a house on the corner of Blair and Henty 
Street facing north. Frank was born there. Around this time Hugh had a 
garden somewhere around Clarke Street where he grew vegetables and 
had some fruit trees some of which he took to Gurae.I think the Henty’s 
house was where the last two children Ellen & Ester were born. Young 
Hughie died of ‘inflammation of the bowels’ and Nellie died of diptheria. 
Hugh’s work was of a high quality and much sought after at mills in and 
around Portland. He did well. Many years after leaving Portland Hugh 
went X Pimpinio to a mantle and creamery where he set up at Breakaway 
Creek. 

Hugh selected land at Gorae, now owned chiefly by Mr L Downes. The 
draing of this swamp was costly work, the soil being so peaty not much 
was made of it. One patch of white oats grew to 5 feet but almost every 
summer fire would get into the peat and burn underground as the soil 
dried up until the winter rain came. Grew some swede turnips, etc. 

Hugh grew a fine vegetable garden, planted fruit trees (red, black and 
white currants, cherries, plums, apples, strawberries, raspberries and 
blackberries), began draining the swamp. We had a few cows, fowles and 
our own bacon. Often ate rabbits and sometimes kangaroo. Henry was 11 
when we went to Gurae.I was born on 21 May.
